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IN THE ABSTRACT

A process determines whether a prepaid card customer is credit worthy by 
analyzing deposits and purchases transactions associated with the account of 
the customer. Credit is advanced on prepaid card purchases in response to the 
determination of creditworthiness. Prepaid card credit granting and repayment is 
made available tp_other financial institutions for the establishment of more 
conventional credit. The prepaid card customer creditworthiness is made based 
on depositv history into the prepaid card account. Factors to determine whether 
credit line is established at a time of of a purchase transaction includes one or 
more of: i) a point of sale classification of a geographical location for the 
purchase transaction: ii) a transaction classification of a type of goods or services 
requested for purchase: iii) a transaction classification of the type of goods or 
services requested for purchase that are regularly purchased: and iv) 
employment validation -i nc l ud e s d e pos i ts and transact i ons at th e mad e wh ile th e 
person was an anonymous prepa i d card usor. Tho prococc i nc l udoc fraud and 
thoft provont i on moasuros i nc l ud i ng validat i on of tho anonymous transact i ons 
us i ng a b i o l og i ca l i dont i f i cat i on such as a f i ngor pr i nt or rot i na l scan or by 
va li dat i on of anonymous and non-anonymous depos i t and purchase prof il es.
